| AGCUSED MAN IN DEBATE 


Speaks Several Times in Effort to 
Dispute Charges Made by 
Indiana Leader. 


DETAILS OF CORRUPTION REVEALED

Washington, D. C.. June 5.—[Special.J— 
Why the high tariff barons wanted William 
Lorimer in®the United States senate and 
how his election by the Lllinoise legislature 
Was purchased in the interest of special 
privilege, composed the theme of Senator 
Kern's arraignment of the Illinois member 
today. The Indiana senator will resume his 
discussion of the case tomorrow. 

Mr. Kern pictured the great tariff fight 
between the trusts and the people. He told 
how desperate was the plight of the high 
tariff men in the senate, how much they 
needed the vote of “ the right kind of a sena- 
tor,”’ and how Edward Hines wes deputed to 
“put Lorimer over.” 

He described the corruption in the Ilinots 


legislature for many years and traced the 


bribery of the Democrats whose votes were 
necessary. to the election of Lorimer. Merci- 
lessly he ridiculed the report of the majority, 


calling particular attention to the incon 


sistencies of Senators Jones and Gamble. 
Lorimer Interrupts Twice. 


Senator Lorimer sat across the aisle from 
the speaker. His face was flushed, his man- | 


ner more irritable than heretofore, and, con- 
trary to his previous custom, he twice infer. 
rupted Senator Kern with contradictions. 
Harlier in the day Senator Lorimer had at- 
tracted attention by crossing the chamber 
end shaking hands and indulging in sena- 
torial badinage with Setiater Kern. 

“I suppose,”” observed Senator Chamber 
lain, who sat nearby, “that you must think 
each of us who is going to vote against you 
is a devil of a fellow.’”’ 

“Not at all,”’ Mr. Lorimer replied. 
éon't think so at ail.” 


Reviews Fight from Start. 

Genator Kern began his address today by 
picturing the political situation leading up 
to the tariff fight in the senate, when the 
Old Guard began to realize its need of a man 
like Lorimer. 

“The attention of the country was fixed 
upon Washington,”’ he continued. ‘“ The 
fight here was the subject of conversation in 
every neighborhood in the land. There had 
not been a subject so universally discussed 
since the close of thecivil war. That contest 
was 60 close in the vote upon many schedules 
and promised to be so close upon others as 
to increase the attention of the public.

STEAL FURS AND SILVER. 


Mr. and Mrs. Samuel W. Allerton had been 
under the impression that their big house at 
1910 Prairie avenue was boarded up during 
the winter.’ When they returned to the city 
the other day from their season in Cal- 
formia they found it had been occupied, with 
apparently perfect satisfaction to the guests 
—@e party of thievea. 

The stock in the wine cellar, regarded by 
experts as one of the best in the city, was 
found to have been reduced appallingly, and 
the oldest vintages were the ones in which 
the greatest inroads had been made. 

Mrs. Allerton had thought it possible she 
would return earlier in the year than is her 
custom, and with this possibility in view she 
had left unpacked a number of coats lined 
with the finest of furs, many of which had 
been collected abroad. 


Linings Cut from Costly Furs. 
The thievés were obviously of the male 
gex, because. they did not care to be bur- 
dened with coats as such. They cut the 
linings from them, having a particular care 
not td mutilate the fur, but taking no pains 
as to the broadcloth outer parts. They left 
these to Mrs. Allerton to have relined if she 
so desired. 

Mrs. Allerton has been making q collection 
of laces for years. She had antiques from 
India and rare weaves from all parts of the 
world. They were her particular pride. She 
had been careful not to have them cut except 
in lengths ava ajlable for purposes later, either 
for trimming” for her own gowns or for gifts. 

The thieves discovered these and left no 
trace of the gollection. A great deal of the 
silver plate was taken and oriental hangings 
also disappeared. 

There is no way of discovering just how 
long the robbers enjoyed the hospitality of 
Mr. and Mrs. Allerton’s house. The rem- 
nants of tinned foods in the larder and the 
wine cellar would indicate they had lived 
there in comfort and plenty for many days. 


Neighbor Has Similar Experience. 

A week ago Mrs. C. P. Kellogg, 1923 Prai- 
rile avenue, almost across the street from 
the Allerton residence, returned from F'lor- 
ida and discovered visitors hed been in her 
house. When they left they took with them 
fifteen paintings, several the work of Euro- 
pean masters, and a pair of antique ivory 
statuettes, the whole valued at around 


$50,000. 

The date of the robberies seems to be more 
closely fixed by the report of W. R. Stirling, 
1616 Prairie avenue, who fost pieces of jew- 
elry. mainly family heirlooms, for which he 
offered pewards in excess of the intrinsic 
value of the property stolen.

| SHOOTS TWO MEN 


AS UNION ELECTS 
‘Insurgent’ Sheet Metal Work- 
er Objects to Use of Steam 
Roller Tactics. 


OPENS FIRE ON OFFICER. 


Sheet Metal Workers’ union No. 78 started 


7 ' something It could not finish at the meeting 


of the organization in Musicians’ hall at 175 
Washington street last evening. The ensu- 
ing disturbance did, however, come close to 
finishing two of its members. 

It was the union's annual election of offi- 
cers. The organization’s ‘‘ steam roller,” 
with President Thomas Redding at the throt- 
tle, had just swung, full speed ahead, into 
the home stretch preparatory to ‘ putting 
over” the president’s “slate.” An “in- 
surgent ’’ member of the union arose in the 
back of the room, with indignation writ large 
upon his face and a six shooter in his hand 
and proceeded to take a pot shot at Mr. Red- 
ding. 


Try to Block Publicity. 

Exact details as to what ensued thereafter 
were not obtainable by the police because all 
of the eyewitnesses to the affair who were 
left in the hall when the police arrived in- 
sisted positively there “ hadn’t been no 
trouble.” 

Lieut. James O'Toole and Sergeant James 
McMann were inclinéd to be skeptical. This 
took the form of locking the doors and 
searching the place. Among other things 
they found President Redding hiding under 
a table: Close by was a pair of brass 
knuckles. In a corner of the room, white of 
face and wabbly at the knees, was Peter 
Koerner of 2632 South Forty-second avenue. 
He had a flesh wound through the shoulder. 

Confronted with these discoveries, and 
threatened with arrest if they didn’t, some 
of the sheet metal workers consented to talk. 

According to their disclosures there has 
been bitterness in the union over the an- 
nual election because of an apparently well 
founded rumor that Redding and hie “ ma- 
chine” intended, “double crossing“ some 
of the union’s officers at the election. 


Union Men Finally Tell Facts. 

The union men said the election was just 
about to take place when the man who did 
the shooting—he is as yet unidentified—began 
firing. He fired eight or ten shots. .His first 
bullet was directed at Redding and his sec- 
ond-hit Koerner. The third wounded Ed- 
ward Graser, 1586 Belmont avenue, in the left 
leg. Friends had taken Graser to the Jenner 
Medical college before the police arrived. 

By the time the man with the revolver was 
Vready to fire his last shots there was no one 
in sight to shoot at. Redding was under his 
table and Koerner had concealed himseif 
behind chairs. The others, about 175 in all,

Washington, D. C., June 5.—The frank con- 
fession of President Gomez that he was un- 
able to meet the demands of the large plan- 
tation owners in eastern

“Ramo, to land American marines in Cuba.. 


Capt. Kline’s action in dispatching nearly 
half of his available force of marines into 
the interior gave the signal for the departure 
from Key West to Guantanamo of half of 
the second squadron of the Atlantic fleet, 
which had been lying at anchor at Key West 
for the-last week. 

The facts as disclosed at the state depart- 
ment are that several of the large Ameri- 
can, Britigh, French, and Spanish companies 
operating plantations and mines in eastern 
Cuba telegraphed the Cuban government 
through the alcalde of Guantanamo, a de- 
mand for 100 regular troops for each of their 
mills and 50 for each of their cane fields, 


Whole Army Wouldn’t Suffice. 

In reply President Gomez pointed out that 
@ compHamce with thelr nequest would re- 
quire the use of 1,250 of his best troops for 
the protection of one group of foreign 
properties in a single section of a disaffected 


district. 

‘If he acceded to suck demand, he said, his 
whole regular army would not suffice for 
police work alone and he would have no 
forces left with which to carry on the cam- 
paign against the insurrectionists. 

To add toall this the owners and represen- 
tatives of several of the large American prop- 
erties near Guantanamo, having failed in 
their application to the Cuban government 
appealed directly to Capt. Kline. 

The captain, judging that the gravity of 
the situktion demanded the use of Ameri- 
can guards, this morning sent 460 of his 
marines from the naval station by boat up 
Guantanamo bay to a landing place near 
Caimanera, the terminus of the railway run- 
ning up to the city of — fifteen 
miles iniand. 

The gunboat Paducah etient the same time 
reported the situation at Santiago critical, 
which determined Capt. Kline to call upon 
the navy department for more marines. 


Four Warships on Way. 

Accordingly Rear Admiral Osterhaus 
promptly dispatched from Key West to 
Guantanamo the fourth division of the At- 
lantic fleet, comprising the battleships Ohio, 
Missouri, Mississippi, and Minnesota, They 
are under command of Rear Admiral Usher, 
who by virtue of his superior rank, will 
assume command at Guantanamo when he 
arrives there Friday morning. 

Rear Admiral Usher can easily land 1,200 
marines and bluejackets, which force, with 
the marines. and sailors available for landing 
parties, would make an army of about 3,000 
men. “Ys this force is not sufficient Rear Ad- 
miral Osterhaus’ remaining four vessels may 
be called upon for further levies. 

In one way the distribution of the Ameri- 
can marines as plantation guards will serve 
to test the real purpose of the Cuban gov- 
ernment. It is calculated that Gen. Montea- 
gudo’s troops, being relieved in large part 
from the duty of guarding plantations, wil? 
no longeft have excuse for failing to move 
immediately and relentlessly upon the insur- 
gent negroes. 

Attack Mother and Two Daughters. 

There is an intimation in recent outrages 
that this may become an international duty 
if the Cuban ggvernment longer. delays ac- 
tion. 

American Minister Beaupre today reported 
an atrocious case which took place yesterday 
near Saviga, in Oriente, which is believed to 
be only one of many cases. 

His information, derived directly from the 
Cuban secretary of state, was that a band 
of negrees entered the house of a former 
white official of prominence, tied him and 
his son, and attacked his wife and two young 
daughters before his eyes. The son Was 
killed while endeavoring to break gis bonds 
and rescue his mother and sisters. 

The army continues to watch the unfold- 
ing of events in Cuba. Lying on Gen. Wood's 
desk are messages, which, if released, would 
send an army division into Cuba within s 
week or ten days. But that situation has 
existed for three months and is only illus- 
trative of careful preparation that has been 
made by the general staff.

SOCIALIST RULING ISSUE. 


Washington, D. C., June 5.—Representa- 
tive Berger of Wisconsin today declared his 
intention of urging impeachment proceed- 
ings againet United States District Judge 
Cornelius H. Hanford of Seattle. 

Mr. Berger was encouraged in his action 
by a letter from Attorney General Wicker- 
sham recommending the reopening of the 
case in which Hanford deprived Leonard 
Olegon ,of Seattle, of citizenship because he 
was @ Socialist. i 

Representative Berger averred he would 
exercise his prerogative as a member of 
the house and would call up as a matter of 
special privilege a resolution for the impeach- 
ment of Judge Hanford. 


Submits Copy of Record. 

Berger laid before the president and the 
attorney general a copy of the records in the 
Oleson case and today he received a letter 
from Mr. Wickersham saying ** gross injus- 
tice had been done to Mr. Oleson.’”. 

Oleson’s certificate of naturalization wag 
canceled by Judge Hanford on testimony 
that Oleson subscribed to the principles of: 
the Socialist party. 

The form of impeachment wil be unusual 
to the house. Under the examination a mem- 
ber can rise to his place and impeach a jucgs, 
It is a question of the highest privilege and 
under the rules must be taken up.

Text of Wickersham Letter. 

Mr. Berger bases his view that an impeach- 
ment action will succeed on the following 
letter from Attorney General Wickersham, 
received after the representative had called 
on him in the matter: 

Victor Berger, House of Representa- 
tives —My Dear Mr. Berger: After you 
left, I found om investigation that the 
department had already caused inquiries 
to be made into the case of which you 
spoke to me—namely: the proceeding in 
the western district of Washington, to 
cancel the naturalization certificate of 
Leonard Oleson, and, upon examining the 
report I found that the proceeding was 
initiated at the imstance of ome of the 
local officials of the department of com- 
merce and labor and brought by the dis- 
trict attorney without previous com- 
munication with this department. 

I found, moreover, that no report had 
been taken on the trial of the testimony 
of the witnesses and that counsel for Mr. 
Olescop had requested the decree be 
opened in order to enable him to make 
a record. I have instructed the United 
States attorney to faciHitate him in every 
way within his power toward the open- 
ing of the Jecree and the securing of a 
new trial, or, failing that, of an appeal 
to the Circuit Court of Appeals. 

I have further notified the United States 
attorney that upon the facts stated by 
Judge Hanford in his decision, the de- 
partment was of the opinion that a gross 
injustice had been done to Mr. Oleson in 
cangeling his certificate of naturaliza- 
tion. Grorcs W. WICKERSHAM.

MAGAZINE ATTACKS HANFORD. 

The Jane number of Everybody's Magazine 
contained an article exposing the alleged 
shortcomings of various judges throughout 
the country. * After stating that on Aug. 25. 
1911, Judge Hanford was henged in effigy 
in Seattle as a protest against his decisions, 
the article continues: 

‘‘ While hearing cases Hanford would often 
doze on the bench. He was the last resort 
of corporations distressed by legal necessi- 
ties: A few months ago he granted a new 
trial on the ground that he had given an 
instruction to the jury in which the word 
‘any’ was used where i should not have 
been. used. 

“It wes his habit to allow such large fees 
to his professional cronies in receivership 
cases as to leave practically nothing for the 
creditors. He induced a good many lawyers 
who were practicing before his court to in- 
vest thelr savings (to their sorrow) in his 
Haaford irrigation enterprise.”

Decide to Divide Contest 

-It was decided, according to the reports) 
circulated, to take two-thirds of the com 
tests for Mr. Taft and give on-third to the 
Roosevelt men. It was said this would pre- 
vent the charge of unfair dealing. If this | 
program should be carried out, Mr. Taft | 
would have 506 delegates. It is understood | | 
that to obtain the others required, Senetor | 
La Follette will be urged to deliver the dele- | 
gates inetructed to vote for him.

Bainbridge Colby Asserts President 
Be Ignorant of Facts in State 
of/ Washington Situation. 


Bainbridge Colby of New York, one of the ) 
members of the Roosevelt legal staff, yester- 
| day charged President Taft with personally 
conniving at frauds which forced the colo- 
nel’s supporters to contest the entire dele- 
gation from the state of Washington.

He is seeking to profit by these frauds 
and therefore cannot shirk the responsibility 
for them.” 

Mr. Colby said the president's statement 
ig completely refuted by the evidence from 
the states where contests have been filed and 
he cited the Washington case as typical of 
others, particularly Indiana and Kentucky. 
He quoted from the Spokesman-Review of 
Spokane to show the president had been 
ccndemned, even by the papers supporting 
him, for declaring the charges of fraud in 
Washington are without foundation.

Tells Legislative Conditions. 

“As a part of this preliminary siage set- 
ting before the entry of the actors, let us 
have a picture of the prevailing condition 
at Springfield in 1909—I mean legislative con- 
dition, and for years previous. 

“It is conceded broadly that within e 
stone's throw of the old Lincoln home, al- 
most within the shadow of Lincoln’s tomb, 
scenes of political debauchery had been car- 
ried on for so long a time that the principal 
actors had become so emboldened as to seize 
upon the name of Lincoln and conjure with 
it to the end that their offenses might be 
condoned by the vast multitude of honest 
men who revere his memory. 

“It was so conceded by at least one mem- 
ber of the present committee of investigation 
in his argument t& the senate on a previous 
hearing.” 

The senator reed extracts*from the speech 
of Senator Gamble, who admitted the ex- 
istence of wholesale corruption in the Ili- 
noise legislature. 


Refers to Miller Case. 

“ Evidently the admissions made by coun- 

sel on beth sides of the case at the former 
hearing,’ he! continued, ‘‘and the over- 
whelming evidence, as he terms it, then ad- 
duced had been forgotten by the genial and 
accomplished senator when he signed the 
present majority report. 
“*I want to call attention to a part of For- 
mer Gov. Yates’ testimony. He relates an 
imcident that I think is really pathetic. He 
testifies that the speaker of the Illinois legis- 
lature, whose name was Miller, who wasa 
personal friend of Gov. Yates, came to him 
and told him /he had been offered a bribe of 
$200,000 in 1903 to expedite the passage of the 
notorious Mueller bill; that on the governor’s 
advice he exposed the offer, whereupon the 
house appointed an investigating committee 
and put Miller on trial and censured him for 
offending the dignity of the house. Mr. Miller 
went home and died not long afterwards.”’ 


Lorimer Blames Gov. Deneén. 
\ Mr. Lorimer interrupted at this time, say- 
ing: 
“ Does the senator know Ahat-the present 
governor of the state of Illinois, Gov. Deneen, 
and the newspaper combination of the city 
of Chicago that is now prosecuting this case, 
‘were the men responsibie for-thé outrage on 
Speaker Miller at that time, the men who 
prosecuted him and drove him to his grave?’ 
“If the senator’s statement is true,” Mr 
Kern replied, “‘ it only atcentuates the propo- 
sition I was just'ma at at Springfield 
at that time there existed & odmdition of 
things s0 disgraceful, a condition of things 
existing for many years, that shocked the 
conscience of every man who cares anything 
about the country or its institutions. 
“It is a matter of no consequence to me 
so far as this prosecution is concerned who 
was engaged in the corruption: I was speak- 
ing about the poisoned air of Springfield, not 
the question as to who had poisoned it.” 
Dillingham Admits Corruption. 

“I will ask the senator if he knows of a 

le witness who testified of his own knowl- 
edge that corruption existed,” asked Senator 
“ Now, in asking that question 
I want to make this exp tion, and I think 
that a fair consideration of the majority re- 
port here shows that they have presented 


‘that question|on the evidence and have pre- 


sented it fairly, quoting from newspaper pub- 
lishers, from Gov. .Deneen, from Speaker 
Shurtleff, and from others who.professed to 
have knowledge $f that subject, and every 
one of them sayihg they had no‘knowledge 
of it.. They had reason to believe it. I will 
say further, I believe it myself. 

_“T shall probably go fully as far as the 


}-Senator from Indiana in the expression of the 


belief that previous to 1909, for several years, 
there had been corruptien in’the legislature 
of Illinois, but the point that we make in our 
report fs war 8 the jackpot that existed in 


1909 we do not think was connected with ° 


Senator Lorimer’s election, but was a legisia- 
tive jackpot formed to control the legislature 
of that session.” 

Points to Report’s Evasion: 

“If the senator believes from the circum- 

stantial evidence that this corruption exist- 
ed all these years, as he now says,’ said Sene- 
tor Kern, “it would have been easy to have 
let it into his report instead of the state- 
ment that/accurate information on that sub- 
ject: could not be procured. 
* “JT think my friend, the senator fresh Ver- 
mont, does believe that there wag corruption 
existing up to that time and through the 
session of 1900. I accept his word. How does 
he happen to believe it? Because he sat 
for six months and listened to the evidence 
in the case and from a thousand different 
circumstances that developed in the evidence 
and that belief fixed itself firmly in his mind, 
as it has fixed itself firmly in the minds of 
ninety millions of pedplé in this country out 
of one hundred millions. 

“That is why, and that is one fault I have 
to firid with the majority report. With them, 
it seems, there is no such thing as circum- 
stantial evidence; that there is no bribery 
proved unless the briber and the bribed both 
come before the committee and confess their 
crimes. It is the combination of circum- 
stances shown by the evidence which drives 
eonviction home to the heart of every man 
who. hears it of the truth of the proposition 
in dispute. My friend, the senator from 
Vermont, has come to this conclusion be- 
* ¢@ause he has learned the circumstances of 
the case and has been driven to that conclu- 
sion as has everybody else.”’ 


Reviews Proof of Bribery. 

Senator Kern then described in detail the 
bribery of Holsptlaw, Broderick’s evasions 
anc denials, and the eventual exposure of his 
perjury. He called attention to the Dilling- 
ham committee's admission that Holstlaw 
was bribed, but ridiculed its theory that the 
money was furnished by the brewers. 

“There is direct evidence,” he said, “to 
the effect that John Broderick had told 
Holstlaw: ‘If you vote for Lorimer there 
is $2,600 in it.’ There is evidence further 
that the $2,500 was Lorimer money. Why 
go into the field of speculation. Why become 
converted to the doctrine of. circumstantial 
evidence in one instance and not in any 
other? And@ yet, notwithstanding the fact 
which I haye just given the senate, the ma- 
jority of the committee declare in their re- 
port that absolutely no material new evi- 
dence has been offered in this last investiga- 
tion.” 

The senator then deacribed the activity of 
Lorimer in manipulating the election of a 
successor to Hopkins. 

“I think the inference ts trresistibie,”’ he 
said, “‘ that Lorimer desired-the election of 
Deneen to the senate because he desired the 
removal of Gov. Deneen from the office of 
governor. Failing in that, then came the 
events to which we will now address our- 
selves.”’ 


Lorimer Bisleins His Stand. 

“1 think it is only fair the senator should 
not misrepresent attitude with reference 
to trying to elect Gov. Deneen as United 
States senator,’ said Mr. Lorimer. “ I doubt 
if he will find anything in the record that 
will indicate that I said I was for Gov. De- 
neen because I loved him. When you look 
the record carefully over you will. find that 
I said I thought it was in the best interest 
of harmony in the Republican party. There 
never has been any pretense that I was doing 
it because I was in love with Gov, Deneen.” 

“No; I understood that,” said. Mr. Kern, 

“and I understood further that the sena- 
tor testified that the HMeutenant governor 
was his friend—a son or grandson of the 
late Gov. Oglesby. I think I understood 
him to testify to that. 

“Yes, I testified. that.Oglesby was my 
friend,” safd Mr. Lorimer, “| and if I testi- 
fied on the subject at All I also. testified that 
I did not support. him for lieutenant govern- ' 
or, but he was my friend in the sense that 
he is the friend of every other Republican

Springfield, Ill., June 5.—Before the two 
special sessions of the forty-seventh gen- 
eral assembly adjourned sine die today the 
house rejected the appropriations for repairs 
at the state fair grounds and for remodeling 
the senate chamber and the hall of repre- 
sentatives. Both bills fell eleven votes short 
of the two-thirdemecessary to their passage. 

Fight Led by Democrats. 

The state fair bill called for $42,500 for re- 
pairs of damage done by a storm more than 
a year ago. The bill for remodeling the sen- 
ate chamber and providing new lavatories 
in the two’ legislative halls carried an ap- 
propriation of $25,000. 

Democratic members wae the fight against 
both measures. 

The bill appropriating $130,000 for the ag- 


versity of Illinois Was passed by a vote of 
115 yeas to 1 nay. 
The bill carrying additional appropriations 


for the grain department, the factory in- 
spection, and the insurance Gepaetmnanté 
was passed by a vote of 108 to 4. 


Constitution Amendment Lost. 

Senate joint resolution No: 2, permitting 
the submission of three amendments to the 
constitution at .a time, instead of one, was 
defeated in the house by a vote of 81 yeas 
to 24 nays,-a two-thirds affirmative vote 
being necessary to adopt it. 

To comply with the requirement that all 
bills be in the hands of the executive before 
final adjournment, the house recessed its 
two sessions, shortly after noon, until 5

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| ECZEMA, 

'F one turns to a medical dictionary for 

the ntoan lag of eczema he finds salt- 

rheum and tetter given as synonyms, 
and then follows a definition which al- 

_Jows room for almost every skin dis- 
ense. Stedman's dictionary gives twenty 
different kinds of eczema. 

Now, it is a well recognized fact that, 
where there are many cures for a disease 
there are no cures. Nature and nursing do 
the curing, sometimes aided by the cure, 
sometimes hindered by it. 

Whenever one finds a shetgun disease he 
is not dealing with one disease, but with a 
group. For instance, whenever catarrh 
is spoken of any one of a dozen coniitions 

may be meant. It foNows that there is no 
catarrh and there are no “ catarrh cures,” 
advertisements to the contrary, notwith- 
standing. 

There are scores of diseases called 
eczema and scores of eczema cures. Oc- 
casionally somebody having a particular 
kind of skin disease and calling it eczema, 
happening to hit upon a cure for his par- 
ticular disease, can thank his stars, for his 
luck is with him. He has won in playing 
a game where the odds were as much 
ee him as in keno. 

ere is no clear cut disease known as 
eczema, though there is a certain group-of 
skin changes that are known as eczema- 
tous and often as e*zema. Eczema is a 
condition in which there is inflammation 
of the skin characterized by something 
wrong in the dead layer. This fayer 
breaks up into a soapy, greasy mass, or it 
macerates and falls away exposing sensi- 
tive nerves and allowing some of the tissue 
juices to ooze through. 

But, however striking the skin changes 

may be, the trouble lies back of there. 
The skin is the telephone bel! which rings 
to announce a condition at the other end 
,0f the line. The bell rings in the skin, 
but the impulse which rings ft and the 
cattfe Which talks are elsewhere. If the 
bell 'were not there then it could not ring— 
the skin is a contributing. factor—but the 
battery, the initiative, the starting cause 
is elsewhere. 
Eczema on a baby’s head ¢alls for just 
enough local treatment to prevent local 
aggravation. The fundamental treatment 
is to be directed togvard the baby’s diges- 
tion and nourishment. ‘The same is true 
of eczema in grown people. So much 
local treatment should “be given as is 
necessary to prevent local aggravation. 
In so far as possible, the unduly exposed 
cells of. the true skin must be protected 
from being hatmed by maceratiqn, by ab- 
sorption, or rancid fats, or decomposition, 
or bacteria, Or by Trrit#tién oF. the nerves.

Washington, D. C., June 5.—{Special.]— 
Members of the International Association of 
Factory Inspectors, now in annual conven- 
tion here, are hopeful of accomplishing much 
by their influence to obtain the passage of 
the wotkmen's ‘ebmpehsation: pin, 

Illinois is r jged as having improved 
more than any otlier.state the protective con- 
ditions in its factories. 

Edgar T. Davies of hiCcago, chief inspector 
of Illinois, is. president of the association. 
Other Illinois delegates are J. Martin Patter- 
son, W. Price, Dr, Marold K. Gibson, John 
Fitzsimmons, and Mack Jordan of Chicago; 
A. L. Van Ness of Bloomington, Rube Hamil- 
ton of Moline. 

“I predict that in the future this will be- 
come one of the most important fields of leg- 
islation,”’ said Mr.’ Davies today. . “ The first 
step in the right direction was taken when 
the prohibitive tax was placed upon white | 
phosphorus matches, but there is still great 
room for improvement. 


—~o- 

“The annual death rate from octupational 
diseases is appalling. The stupendous ig- 
norance of this national menace is the only 
thing that permits the continuance of the 
present deplorable conditions. As soon as 
congress realizes how urgent legislation is it 
cannot help providing it. And it is the in- 
tention of this association to provide this in- 
formation.” 

President Davies reported to the conven- 
tion ‘an outline of the duties performed by 
the state. factory inspectors in Illinois. 

*T am pleased to’ report.” he said, “ that 
we have reduced child labor so that there 
are now only fifteen children to the 1,000 em- 
ployés in the state. This low percentage of 
1.5, I believe, is the lowest percentage of 
child labor of any large industrial state in 
the union.” 

He made particular mention of the benefits 
of the woman's ten hour law and of the oc- 
cupational disease law.

Chicago, May 29.—I To the Friend of the 
People.]—Everybody knows the inganitapy 
conditions of most garbage reffiners, and a 
great many pedple would be desirous of bet- 
tering these conditions if they knew of a 
practical solution to the problem. 

Solutions very often come from a sugges- 
tion. I have studied this problem not only 
tn Chicago but in other cities in which sani- 
tary conditions are urged by the authorities. 
After careful investigation of the matter 
my suggestion would be the following: 

That a small vault be prepared of rein- 
forced concrete or steel and lowered into 
the ground in the back yard near the gate, 
leaving about one foot above ground. This 
vault-would set on a bed of gravel about 
one foot deep and have a drain bole in the 
botf}m so as to allow any liquid that might 
accumulate to pass out and also serve for 
that purpose in washing out the vault with 
water. The vault would be provided with 
a steel waterproof cover and a small 
screened ventilating hole near the top. A 
covered domestic size garbage pall could be 
kept in a vault of this kind until collected 
with little danger of harboring rats, flies, 
etc., and from scattering garbage about the 
alley, as is the ease with the present recep- 
tacles. 

I would like to hear other suggestions 
along this line from our fellow citizens as 
well as the health department.

Charles W. Clark made his last appearance 
in concert for the present season Tuesday 
Associated with 
him in the program were the Thomas or- 
chestra, under Arthur Dunham, who made 
his debut as a conductor on this occasion; 
Miss Sarah Suttle, pianist, and several young 
singers just entering upon a professiarnal 
career, Mr: Clark elected to be heard In 
the monologue of Hans. Sachs from “The 
Mastersinger.”” He delivered this impos- 
ing lyric declamation with that gorgeous 
wealth of tone and that finished command of 
diction that have gained for him his pres- 
ent distinguished position upon the American 
concert stage. 

Mr. Dunham supported the singer with 
admirable taste and sympathy in this diffi- 
cult number, and the Thomas men. played 
with care and attention. The young organ- 
ist and choir leader displayed excellent gifts 
as a conductor. He knew his scores and 
knew how to communicate his intentions to 
the players. 

—o- 

There arose during the concert several sit- 
uations which an experienced leader would 
have found trying. Mr. Dunham remained 
in command all the time. In the orchestral 
selections, which comprised the overture to 
Mozart's ‘‘ Magic Fiute,’’ and the minuet and 
carillon from Bizet’s “* Suite L’ Arierienne,” 
he developed a fine sense of contrasts, dis- 
played precision in the selection of his 
tempi and accomplished really brilliant per- 
formances with the minimum of effort. 

r. Clark was heard further in a group 
of four Debussy songs, which were quite the 
most remarkable expositiong of modern 
French art which the season has brought to 
notice. He defines French interpretative 
ideals as founded upon a restraint and econ- 
omy of interpretative means, an exquisite 
refinement of the sensuous beauties of tone 
and a dramatic sense for sudden and strik- 
ing climaxes. With so much of worth from 
which to select it is difficult to choose the 
most effective moment. The singer seem- 
ingly presented all four songs with equal 
measure of conviction. But the conviction 
remains that the composer achieved his hap- 
piest moment of lyric inspiration in ‘“‘ Mando- 
line.”

Miss Suttle played the Saint-Saéns G minor 
concerto with dazzling facility and with 
many refinements of tone and happy opposi- 
tions of contrast.

ORE than 1,000 nurses who attended the 
opening meeting of the American 
Nurses’ association in Orchestra hall 
yesterday afternoon were asked to 
. join the suffrage movement and to en- 
list in Cook county suffrage organizations. 
Mrs. Catharine Waugh McCulloch made the 
address of welcome and told the delegates 
that more was expected from them than from 
any other of the women's professions, 
“No body of women will receive less crit- 


feism than this body,” she teld them, “for no 


one will say that you are invading man’s 
sphere and that you are taking the bread out 
of the mouthe of workingmen. In almost 
every kind of work, women are paid less than 
men. The reason that women are discrim- 
inated against is because the government has 


Placed the stamp of disapproval upon women. 


“Men like to praise us and to write bal- 
lads on our eyelids, but they keep the ballot 
away from us. They keep us in an inferior 
position. You owe a duty to all women be- 
cause you have greater advantages to work 
for suffrage than most women. We expect 
more of you than from the clerk, the factory 
girl, and the sweatshop worker.

“You can make the conditions such that 
every girl will be glad she is born a girl and 
parents will be congratulated when a girl is 
born as well as when a boy comes,” Mrs, Mc- 
Culloch continued, “When we planned a pa- 
rade for convention week we found the nurses 
of Chicago were not organized in any way 
that we could get at them.

Economical Housekeeping 


Frozen Custard, 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


HERE are not a few reasons why picnic 
ice cream-—which is worlds different from 
Philadelphia or pure ice cream-—-ig poorer 
than it needs to be. In other words, 
there are many reasons why a frozen cus- 

tard may be very poor. 

First, it may be very unattractive looking. 
Milk when frozen will not gtand firm aa long 
as congealed cream. 

Second, it may be very flat and flavoriess. 
This will not be because it was not flavored, 
but because the flayoring was put in hot and 
the most of it evaporated in the cooling. Tha 
flavoring should be put in after it is cold, ana 
fruit favors should not be cooked into any kind 
of a cream. To put in salt to correct the flat 
taste of the milk may be risky, but a little 
grated lemon peel may be substituted. 

Third, it may be too sweet--unctuous. An 
excess of sugar may not only be disagreeable 
to the taste but it delays the freezing of any 
cream, especially in hot weather, and so makes 
the task harder. But, on the other hand, it 
loses sweetness In freezing, so must be sweet 
enough. <A sherbet freezes more slowly than @ 
cream because of the sirup. If more eggs are 
added to a mixture of cream and custard <o 
take the place of more cream, more sugar is 
required. 

Fourth, it may he coarse grained—almost the 
worst fav't of all if it is very much so, This 
may be because too large a preportion of sait 
was used, so that it was frozen in too short a 
time—it is desirable that frappé be so frozen 
and be granular, but not ice cream. The less 
salt the slower the process always and the 
finer grained the product, 


~~? © 

Another reason why such a cream may be 
course grained is that neither it nor the ean 
inte which it was put were chilled before the 
freesing began, so that it curdled or gran:- 
Jjated at the beginning of the process. Besides, 
if they are not so chilled the freezing— 1e 
diewing of the heat all out of the mixture 
more than putting cold in—ig much harder, 

And yet another thing that may make the 
mixture coarse grained may be the filling the 
can too full. The mixture increases in bulk 
during this beating and freezing process; there- 
fore the can at the start should not be more 
than three-fourths full. The crank must -be 
turned slowly at first, but more rapidly later on 
when it quickly grows harder to turn. 

It ig easy, then, to see why picnic ice cream, 
if not made with great care and attention to al] 
these details, is poor. If almost all of tnase 
reasons are operative it is equally easy to see 
why we should have a deplorably bad “ice 
cream,” 

For freezing ice créam one-third as much salt 
as ice should be used; for packing. one-fourth 
as much, A water ice loses ita coldness sooner 
than ice cream, so that it must be thoroughly 
protected from warmth and evaporation. 

The ice cream we are likely to praise as near 
to best is not a frozen or cornstarch custard, 
but one made by putting together equal parts 
of a rich custard and whipped cream, freesing 
it, and allowing it to stand for gome hours te 
ripen. 

Une of the most troublesome parts of making 
fce cream-——breaking up the ice—may be mede 
easy if the ice is put In a coarse bag (burlap or 
canvas) and crushed with a heavy maliet or the 
side of an ax. Unless the ice ig finely crushed 
the mixture of ice and salt cannot be a@s even 
ard effective as it ought to be.
